In the six hundred pages of theso two volnmos wo find many 
articles of great practical, and some of permanent, valuo. Tho sub¬ 
jects aro amplo in range and In the main well presented. Clinical 
Aspects of Spa Treatment, by Robinson; Localization of Nervous 
Diseases, by Wiener; Clinical Laboratory in Private Practice and In 
the Physician’s Office, by Camac; and Some Results of Microbio 
Infection In Urinary Disease, by Heming, aro of marked Interest. 
Winged Insects and their Larvro as Parasites of Man, by Walsh, 
is both readablo and instructive, as is his other paper on Prophy¬ 
laxis and Early Diagnosis in Heart Disease; Palpitation and Orgnnio 
Disease; Tobacco and Heart Lesions; Cure of Heart Lesions. Broca’s 
plea for Small, Ropeated Doses of Solutions of Mercurial Salts in 
treating Syphilis, Guinnrd’s Modified Technique in theSpiual Injections 
of Cocaine, and Jounesco’s Splenectomy for Malarial Cachexia, aro 
important contributions, tho last two suggestive. Burnett points out 
tho dangers of too strong solution of adrenalin chloride, and Taylor 
illustrates Deformities In Children from the stand-point of tho General 
Practitioner. This article is doubly interesting from its graphic descrip¬ 
tions and bccauso it not only demonstrates that tho general practitioner 
exists, but, as well, that he is observant aud practical. Wo wish that 
Newton bad treated pulmonary osteo-arthropathy moro fully, although 
his carefully reported case is a real addition to tho somewhat mcagro 
literature. Wo have on other occasions spoken favorably of this 
series, and wo have criticised when on ono occasion a volume did not meet 
our expectations. Of those under consideration we bolicvo that a full 
measure of valuo is given, and tho various authors have ably seconded 
the editor in his efforts to mako International Clinic* represent tho 
present status of tho healing art.

Gynecological Pathology j A Manual of Microscopic Technique 
and I)iaonobis in Gynecolooical Practice, for Students and 
Physicians. By Dr. Carl Abel, Prl vat* Docent, Berlin; translated and 
(Kilted by Samuel Wyllis Handler, M.D, Adjunct Gynecologist to 
Bcth-Israel Hospital, New York, with a chapter on tho Embryology of 
tho Fcmato Gonltalia and tho Pathological Growths Developing from Em¬ 
bryonal Structures. Illustrated by ono hundred engravings. Now York : 
William Wood & Co., 1901. 

This translation brings within tho reach of tho English student a 
book which was perhaps tho first on tho subject in any language, and 
which immediately took its place as a standard work in the compara¬ 
tively now field of gynecological pathology. The translator has added 
an excellent chapter on embryology and on tho origin of growths from 
embryonal cells and organs.

Part I. contaius 21 pages, nnd deala with the technique of obtaining 
and handling tho material for examination. The directions are concise 
and are tho result of a large experience. The few illustrations in this 
part are unnecessary. 

Part II., of 143 pages, ia on diagnosis, and deals with the macroscopical 
and microscopical appearances of the various pathological conditions of 
tho vulva, the vagina, the cervix uteri, the uterus, the tubes, and the 
ovaries. Special attention is directed to microscopical illusions, and 
the student is warned to be on his guard, especially in making the 
diagnosis of carcinoma of the cervix. Before considering the pathology 
tho normal anatomy of each structure is given. There is an excellent 
chapter on the normal anatomy of the uterus during menstruation, dur¬ 
ing the first months of intra-uterine pregnancy, and in extra-uterine 
pregnancy. 

Part III., 59 pages, has been added by tho translator, and deals with 
tho embryology of tho female genitalia nnd the pathological growths 
developing from tho embryonal structures. The subject is made un¬ 
usual I jr clear, and the illustrations are selected from such well-known 
authorities as Waldeyer, Keibel, Kollman, His, Lemon, Schultze, and 
Nnfjel. 

f iho book is intended to servo as an introduction to practical experi¬ 
ence iu gynecology, and is the result of a large clinical experience. 
The valuo of the book would bo greatly increased by more liberal 
illustrations of the various microscopical appearances described.

The first volumo of Schafer's Physiology appeared several years ago, 
and it is pleasing to observe that the second volume of this encyclopedic 
work fe fully ns interesting nnd valuable ns the first. Tho authors of 
the various articles in this volume are; Leonard Hill, W. II. Gaskell, 
J. B. Haycmft, E. II. Starling, J. Burdon Sanderson, Francis Gotch, 
E. A. Schiifer, J. N. Langley, C. 8. Sherrington, W. II. It. Riven?, 
John G, MoKcmlrick, nnd Albert A. Gray, all of whom may be 
regarded as authorities on the various matters of which they treat. 
The contents of tho volume include many interesting articles on the 
various portions of the circulation nnd the nervous system, and the sec¬ 
tions on tho organs of special eenso; tho latter are particularly to be 
commended as possessing great value to tho general practitioner or 
specialist who desires to Took up some physiological data in regard to 
tho senses of vision, hearing, or smell. 

The book may bo regarded as probably tho most completo exposition 
in English of modern physiological research. It does not wholly answer 
to our idea of a text-book, as it more corresponds to a system than to a 
book for use by students. It makes a bulky volume, but when the 
valuo of its contents is considered ouo is glad that no attempt was made 
to eondenso tho subject-matter. G, M. C.
